IDEAS are being sought on how im¬ 
provements can be made to New¬ 
market’s High Street - and a Business 
Improvement District for the town 
could be on the horizon. 

A survey has been launched for 
shops, offices and businesses in 
Newmarket to discover their priori¬ 
ties for the town and what is needed 
to help the High Street thrive. 

After the survey and a consulta¬ 
tion, a business plan will be pro¬ 
duced which will offer services and 
improvements to the town centre 
that either are not currently offered 
or go above and beyond what is on 
offer. 

Alongside this, businesses inside a 
designated area will be asked to vote 
on whether a Business Improvement 
District (BID) should be created to 
deliver the improvements, with busi¬ 
nesses paying a levy. 

Tolly Considine, vice chairman of 
the Newmarket Retailers’ Associa¬ 
tion, said: “This is the beginning of 
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the process and it’s very much in its 
infancy. From other towns and cities 
that have a BID, it seems to be very 
successful. In Bury St Edmunds the 
money that’s been brought in has 
been used for wonderful things.” 

More than £1.5 million has been 
reinvested into Bury St Edmunds, 
which is now in its sixth year. 

It has paid for events which in¬ 
creased the number of people 
visiting. Having the BID has 
reduced the number of empty 
retail units to 6.5 per cent, be¬ 
low the national average. 

At Monday’s council meet¬ 
ing, residents said that some¬ 
thing needed to be done 
about the empty shops - but 
Mr Considine said they were a 
reflection of the economic climate. 

He said: “Every small to medium 
sized town has had a kicking over 
the last few years and Newmarket 


is no different. We have lots to look 
forward to. Newmarket is in a good 
position and we are sitting around a 
table on a regular basis with the town 
council, district council, the retail¬ 
ers, Newmarket Racecourse and the 
Jockey Club, and all the players in 
the area are trying to sing from the 
same hymn sheet.” 

Newmarket’s new town mayor, 
John Berry, also welcomed the BID 
to the town, which would last for a 
maximum of five years before 
businesses would re-vote as 
to whether it should con¬ 
tinue. 

He said: “This has the 
potential to be of huge 
benefit to the town. 

“If I can do anything to 
chivvy it along I will do.”

A CARDIOLOGIST can nev¬ 
er practise medicine in the 
UK again after groping a pa¬ 
tient during examinations. 

Dr Ajay Kumar Kanojia, 
working at West Suffolk Hos¬ 
pital, fondled his patient’s 
breasts and tried to kiss her 
during consultation. He also 
ordered her to strip to the 
waist during examinations. 

The patient reported the 
doctor after he hugged her 
and kissed her neck - dis¬ 
covering his actions were 
not normal practice and 
he had used three appoint¬ 
ments just to grope her. 

The patient said: “I had 
never been to see a cardiolo¬ 
gist before so I just assumed 
that what he was doing was 
right. I never thought that I 
was being taken advantage 
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of because if I had I would 
never have gone back. To 
find out that he had been 
touching me inappropri¬ 
ately all along was really dis¬ 
tressing and made it seem a 
lot more sinister.” 

The Medical Practicioners 
Tribunal Service found him 
guilty of misconduct and 
struck him off. The panel 
ruled he was guilty of “sexu¬ 
ally motivated and dishon¬ 
est misconduct” and said 
they could not be confident 
he wouldn’t do it again. 

He was also found guilty 
of “failing in his medical 
duty” and admitted forging 
a prescription for himself 
and trying to persuade a 


colleague to lie so it could 
get through the pharmacy. 

Kim Harrison, from Slater 
and Gordon solicitors, said: 
“This was an abuse of the 
trust that should exist be¬ 
tween patient and doctor. 
What made it worse for my 
client is that she didn’t real¬ 
ise at first that anything he 
was doing was wrong. 

“Every patient is entitled 
to expect that they will be 
treated with dignity and 
respect, not abused for the 
doctor’s own sexual gratifi¬ 
cation.” 

A spokesman for the West 
Suffolk NHS Foundation 
Trust said Kanojia was a lo¬ 
cum doctor and that once 
a complaint is received, the 
doctor is no longer accepted 
to work at the hospital.

£22k fine after 
deadly asbestos 
school exposure 


A COMPANY which caused 
pupils and staff to be ex¬ 
posed to asbestos in an 
“inexcusable” incident at a 
school in Newmarket has 
been fined. 

Students and staff at New¬ 
market College, now New¬ 
market Academy, were ex¬ 
posed to asbestos after sub 
contractors disturbed the 
material as they were re¬ 
moving a wall and channel¬ 
ling the floor. 

The unnamed contrac¬ 
tors, who were managed by 
Labform Ltd, were carry¬ 
ing out refurbishment work 
to modernise parts of the 
school’s science block at the 
time of the incident. 

The breaches occurred in 
July 2012. 

Last Tuesday, Labform 
Ltd, who are “design and 
installation specialists” was 
prosecuted after an investi¬ 
gation found that the com¬ 
pany had not arranged for 
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a detailed Refurbishment 
and Demolition Asbestos 
Survey to be undertaken, as 
required. 

The company pleaded 
guilty to four counts of 
breaching the Control of As¬ 
bestos Regulations. 

Labform Ltd, based 
in Cheshire, were 
fined £22,400 and 
were ordered to 
pay £11,741 in 
costs at a hearing 
at Ipswich Mag¬ 
istrates Court last 
week. 

David King, an in¬ 
spector from the Health 
and Safety Executive, which 
is the UK’s regulator for 
workplace health and safety, 
said: “Exposure to asbestos 
fibres is a serious and well 
known health risk, so it is 
essential that duty holders 


take suitable and sufficient 
measures to prevent the dis¬ 
turbance, spread and expo¬ 
sure to asbestos. 

“Failing to take action 
to identify asbestos while 
planning work, and to en¬ 
sure that any contractors 
who may disturb asbestos 
are aware of the location 
and type of asbestos pre¬ 
sent, and not taking 
appropriate meas¬ 
ures to protect the 
health of others, 
is totally inexcus¬ 
able.” 

Asbestos is the 
biggest single cause 
of work-related 
deaths in the UK and 
approximately 4,500 
people die every year as a 
result of breathing in the fi¬ 
bres. 

No-one from Labform 
was available to comment 
when the News contacted 
them this week.

Underpasses 
are the answer 

THE Hatchfield Farm saga 
continues; the enquiry has been 
held and the Inspector will be 
submitting her report to the new 
Secretary of State in due course. 
There has been much controversy 
emanating from the proposed 
development albeit it has helped to 
identify one of the major issues for 
Newmarket i.e. Horse v Town.

cars, pedestrians and so forth. 

The Jockey Club and Horsemen's 
Group, to their credit, have 
produced an under-pass plan for a 
tunnel underneath Fordham Road. 

If a similar scheme was built 
underneath the Bury Road it would 
substantially take the heat off the 
conflict that goes on in the town. 

I believe that a signal control 
could be put into place at the 
Rowley Drive intersection costing 
circa £300,000. 

To summarise, it appears that 
£1,150,000 is required for the 
Fordham tunnel, say the same 
amount, for the Bury Road tunnel 
and say £300,000 for a signalling 
system as mentioned above which 
adds up to £2,600,000 plus fees of 
say £400,000 making a grand total 
of circa £3,000,000. 

There will be unknowns which 
could amount to £1,000,000 
however for £4,000,000, a major 
problem for Newmarket would 
disappear. 

The major beneficiary, other 
than the community, would be 
the Jockey Club who currently 
collect circa £4,000,000 per year 
from owners for them to use their 
training facilities, which the horses 
have to access via the horse walks 
owned and maintained by the Local 
Authority. 

I would suggest that the Jockey 
Club property company commission 
and pay for these works. If it would 
help I would consider a loan to 
them of £4 million amortised over 
five years at a rate of interest and 
other conditions to be agreed. 

It amazes me that a town with 
such wealth in one particular sector 
cannot find a way forward to solve 
these problems. 

I hope that Hatchfield Farm 
residential development is approved 
as it will help to create and 
encourage shopping in the High 
Street.

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Twins come back fighting 
after near-fatal condition

A YEAR on from being di¬ 
agnosed with Twin to Twin 
Transfusion Syndrome 
(TTTS) and being given just 
a 33 per cent chance of sur¬ 
vival, twins Alfie and Finley 
from Newmarket are bounc¬ 
ing back. 

Becky and Nathan Lovell, 
of Aureole Walk in Studlands 
Park, were overjoyed when 
they found out they were ex¬ 
pecting twins, Alfie and Fin¬ 
ley, in 2013. 

Their first scan went well, 
and they were told the twins 
were non identical. How¬ 
ever, at the second scan, the 
prospective parents were 
given bad news: there were 
complications because the 
twins were identical after all. 

Becky said: “Normally, 
parents would have more 
scans if twins are identical to 
look out for issues. 

“When we were told they 
were identical, we also 
found out they had Twin to 
Twin Transfusion Syndrome. 

“We were really lucky they 
found it when they did... any 
later, they could have died.” 

TTTS is a disease of the 
placenta and, in Becky’s 
case, meant that one baby 
was “shrink wrapped” and 
attached to the womb lining, 
meaning he was getting little 
fluid and was underweight. 

The other was getting too 
much fluid and had a “real 
risk” of heart failure, Becky 
and Nathan were told. 

Becky had to undergo sur¬ 
gery at Kings College Hos¬ 
pital in London to split her 



placenta so they could both 
receive blood and nutrients. 

“It was scary,” Becky said. 
“The doctors told us if the 
twins came before 24 weeks, 
they would not resuscitate 
them.” 

The couple had numer¬ 
ous scans and at just over 
30 weeks, on April 9, 2014, 
Becky was told the babies 
were going to be born. 

She said: “They’re fine 
now as far as we know. We’ve 
been told they could have 
learning difficulties but we 
are just glad they’re happy 
and healthy.” 

Now Becky wants to raise 
awareness of TTTS to help 
other expectant mums look 


out for the signs. 

She said: “I think all par¬ 
ents expecting twins should 
know about TTTS. 

“We weren’t told because 
we had non-identical twins. 
People should know what to 
look out for. 

“My belly grew really 
quicldy and I had to have 
three litres of fluid removed 
so women should look for 
their bump growing quite 
quickly. 

“I had really bad back ache 
too so mothers should look 
out for reduced movement. 

“As a first time mum I 
didn’t know what being 
pregnant was like so I didn’t 
know it was different.”

Shop worker stole 
goods worth f Ilk 


A FORMER stock room assis¬ 
tant at John Lewis admitted de¬ 
frauding his employers of £11,000 
worth of Apple goods. 

Francis Chemine, of Rule Gar¬ 
dens, Fordham, abused his posi¬ 
tion by stealing and selling com¬ 
puter equipment via email during 
a seven-month period. 

The 33-year-old was caught af¬ 
ter nearly £4,000 worth of “media 
equipment” was discovered in his 
locker during a random check. 

Anthea Harris, prosecuting at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court, 
said: “The defendant had been 
employed at John Lewis as a stock 
taker for some four years and dur¬ 
ing a routine search by staff, they 
found a bag with £3,997 worth of 
tech, all about £150 each.

“CCTV shows the defendant 
with that bag labelled ‘collection 
by Mr Cox’. The person who col¬ 
lected that bag was the defendant 
calling himself that name.” 

Police then raided Chem- 
ine’s home address where they 
checked his email accounts. 
These showed transactions of Ap¬ 
ple goods amounting to £11,120. 

Ms Harris added: “First of all 
this was a breach of trust. The 
theft was of a high value. The 
fraud charge was a number of in¬ 
cidents taking place over a period 
and there’s an amount of sophis¬ 
tication in the system used.” 

Chemine pleaded guilty to one 


count of fraud by abuse of posi¬ 
tion and one of attempted theft 
by employee. He has previous 
convictions dating back to 2004 
of which some relate to dishon¬ 
esty, the court heard. 

Representing himself, Chemine 
said: “I regret the mistakes I have 
made. I was motivated by greed 
and I apologise for my actions.” 

Richard Turfitt, chairman of the 
bench, said the seriousness of the 
offences was beyond the magis¬ 
trates’ sentencing powers. 

He added: “We are concerned 
that this was such a breach of 
trust that we feel obliged to send 
you to crown court.” 

Chemine was released on un¬ 
conditional bail until his appear¬ 
ance at Cambridge Crown Court.

A GROUP in Cambridgesh¬ 
ire is attempting to become 
the “greenest village in East 
Anglia” as its members try 
to build a community solar 
farm. 

Residents of Reach have 
joined together in an ini¬ 
tiative to “generate clean, 
green power” to match the 
energy use of the village. 

As part of the scheme, the 
solar farm will be owned by 
members who have invested 
in the project. 

Anyone can invest in the 
solar farm, whether they are 
a resident of Reach or not, 
with members able to take 
interest payments from their 
shares. 

Additional profit is then 
donated to a community 
benefit fund which is to be 
used in supporting other 
“environmental initiatives” 
in the local area. 

The farm already has the 
backing of more than 70 in¬ 
vestors and £200,000 behind

it, but if they do not reach 
the £360,000 target by May 
31, the solar farm will not go 
ahead. 

Paul Robinson, chairman 
of the co-operative set up 
to build the solar farm, said: 
“It would be a tragedy if we 
don’t reach the target. 

“I grew up in the village 
and I am supporting the 
community solar farm be¬ 
cause it will preserve the 


environment for my grand¬ 
children. 

“It’s a brilliant idea be¬ 
cause we can take respon¬ 
sibility for the future of our 
planet ourselves rather than 
waiting for politicians and 
big businesses to act.” 

Building a solar farm as a 
community project opens 
investors to “generous gov¬ 
ernment tax reliefs”, accord¬ 
ing to the committee. 

Close to 1,000 solar panels 
would be installed on farm¬ 
land at the edge of the vil¬ 
lage under the plans, which 
is expected to power about 
50 homes - around half of 
the households in Reach. 

Mr Robinson added: “This 
really is a once in a lifetime 
opportunity for our village 
to turn the tide against glob¬ 
al warming. 

“I would love to see the 
scheme go ahead but we re¬ 
ally do need people to step 
forward now and become 
part of the project.”

A HEADTEACHER who runs 
the trust behind Newmarket 
Academy has spoken out in 
support of a new university in 
Suffolk. 

Howard Lay, executive prin¬ 
cipal of the Samuel Ward Acad¬ 
emy Trust which oversees the 
Academy, is also an honorary 
fellow of University Campus 
Suffolk, a campus based in Ip¬ 
swich. 

University Campus Suffolk 
degrees are currently accredit¬ 
ed by the University of East An¬ 
glia or the University of Essex. 

The campus is undergoing 
an inspection process by the 
Quality Assurance Agency to 
see if it can be an independent 
university and accredit its own 
degrees.

“Unlike a lot of universities, 
it’s got a really strong connec¬ 
tion with its locality. 

“It wants to engage with 
schools and wants other or¬ 


ganisations to work with it. 
So it’s not distanced from the 
community. 

“It’s focused on raising aspi¬ 
rations and stimulating inven¬ 
tions in the local economy. I’m 
really positive about it. I really 
encourage people to get en¬ 
gaged with the university.” 

Mr Lay is also a member of 
the Newmarket Vision group 
on the education steering 
group. 

Mr Lay said: “I know it will 
make a difference to our stu¬ 
dents. 

“Already we have had stu¬ 
dents who are not from families 
with a university background 
who have visited the campus 
and been encouraged by it. 

“What they have seen has 
encouraged them to have the 
confidence. 

“We have children as young 
as Year Seven who are already 
engaging with the university. 
It’s a huge resource.” 

Mr Lay chaired a dinner on 
February 25 at which head¬ 
teachers from across Suffolk 
voiced their thoughts on the 
plans for a university.

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Hilly race returns 
for its third year

HOP on your bike next month to take 
part in the third Newmarket Hilly 
race for 2015. 

The Newmarket Hilly Sportive re¬ 
turns this year on Sunday, June 21 at 
the Rowley Mile, raising money for 
charities and community groups in 
the area. 

The race is held in partnership 
with the Newmarket Festival, which 
organises community based events 
to promote Newmarket while fund¬ 
raising for local causes. 

This year, the Hilly race will take 
four forms: a 25-mile fun ride around 
“pretty country lanes”, a 50-mile 
standard race for “regular” cyclists, 
a 100-mile epic ride, which organis¬ 
ers said was a “long and challenging 
ride” for fit cyclists with a limit of 
eight hours, and a junior event. 

More than 330 people took part in 
the race in 2013 - and new recruits 
are being sought for the 2015 event. 

The 25-mile race sticks to a route 
around Moulton, Dalham and Ch- 
eveley, while the 50-mile route ven¬ 
tures further afield through Har¬ 
grave, Whepstead and Lawshall. 

The 100-mile epic race goes fur¬ 
ther again, taking in Clare, Keding- 
ton, Withersfield, West Wratting and 
Cowlinge. 

For the first time this year, there 
will also be a Junior Hilly Ride event 
within the racecourse grounds as 
well as other cycling-based activities 
for riders who are 14 or under and 
want to take part. 

Alongisde the junior route, activi¬ 
ties and entertainment will also be 
held for families at the racecourse. 

Newmarket Festival chairman, 
Mark Edmondson, said: “The New¬ 
market Hilly is a fantastic way to get 
out and enjoy our beautiful country¬ 
side while raising important funds 
for good causes in the local commu¬ 
nity.” 

In 2014, the Hilly Sportive race 
raised more than £6,000, which will 
again be shared between local New¬ 
market charities. 


Registration on the day opens at 
7.30am. The 100-mile riders will 
leave first between 8-9am, and 50 
and 25-mile riders will leave be¬ 
tween 9-10am. 

The course should be completed 
between 5-6pm. 

Entries cost £25 for the 100-mile 


ride, £25 for the 50-mile ride and £20 
for the 25-mile ride.

The acoustic complements rather than hinders 
and it's always more inspiring to play in a building 
with a great history rather than in a brand new one. 

What advice would you give to a young person 
contemplating a career as a professional 
musician? 

Every profession is becoming more and more 
difficult to succeed in and I think music can be 
particularly difficult to make a living from if you miss 
the absolute top level. 

I think you have to be realistic to start with - if 


everyone around you is saying that you're maybe 
not as good as you think you are then at some 
point you'll need to start to listen to them - simply 
because when you play music the only thing other 
people will be doing is listening to you. 

However, if you are fortunate enough to be really 
good then you have to put in every ounce of effort 
you have and take every single opportunity there 
is - never give up! 

What is your practice routine? 

Nowadays I have so many things to prepare at 
any particular point that it does feel like a constant 
juggling act. 


I do quite literally have three piles of music on 
my piano, the left pile being urgent stuff needing 
looking at every single day, the middle pile I need 
to rotate in order to get through everything once 
every two to three days depending on how tough it 
is. The right pile is simply there to remind me that 
those pieces will be coming up imminently. 

What's the best (and the worst) thing about 
being an international pianist? 

The best thing for me is being on stage. It's an 
incredible feeling to put yourself out in front of 
many people and then attempt to do something 
that is either extremely difficult or, at other times, 


basically impossible. 

You are under immense pressure and you try 
harder than you've ever done in your life, and 
when everything does go right then the feeling is 
simply indescribable. And it's amazing that I'm 
able to make this my life - it's all I ever have to 
do. 

The toughest thing is that more often than not 
I'm away from my family and my home.

RoSPA safety aid plea at 
young drivers’ mayhem 


ROSPA - The Royal Society for the Pre¬ 
vention of Accidents - is urging the 
newly-elected Government to commit 
to the safety of young drivers. 

The UK’s family safety charity is lob¬ 
bying ministers to agree to a Green 
Paper on young drivers in a bid to save 
the hundreds of 17-24 year olds who 
are killed or seriously injured on the 
roads each year. 

The charity which has been at the 
heart of accident prevention for almost 
a century is supported in its renewed 
efforts by a number of influences, 
charities and organisations (see below 
for the full list). 

A total of 131 young drivers were 
killed on the roads in 2013, while 1,159 
were left with serious injuries. 

Earlier this year, RoSPA wrote to all 
UK political parties asking them to 
consider a range of potentially life-sav¬ 
ing options such as, graduated driver 
licensing (a phased driving experience 
for young drivers), and telematics (or 
black box technology) and the charity 
is now renewing its call following the 
General Election. 

The charity believes the production 
of a robust consultation document 
would be a significant development in 
the drive to cut the number of crashes 
involving young drivers. 

Tom Mullarkey, RoSPA’s chief execu¬ 
tive, said: “As part of our dedication to 
saving lives and reducing injuries, we

are lobbying policy makers to commit 
to saving the lives of young drivers by 
publishing a Green Paper. 

“Far too many young lives are being 
lost on our roads each year, so it is im¬ 
perative that we take a more radical ap¬ 
proach in order to reduce the number 
of casualties. A comprehensive pack¬ 
age of complementary measures is 
needed to improve the safety of some 
of our most vulnerable road users.” 

Kevin Clinton, RoSPA’s head of road 
safety, said: “Young drivers are more 
likely to be involved in road accidents 
than experienced drivers - and yet they 
drive fewer miles. 

“Sadly, they account for about 20 
per cent of all road deaths. But if we 
all work more closely together, there 
is scope to reduce, significantly, the 


number of casualties caused by new 
and inexperienced drivers”.

It was a good learning 
experience for him and you will see a 
different horse next time.”
